THE BOIES PLAN. 
Ex-Governor Boies, of Iowa, has 
outlined a compromise or 
plan of 
settlement of 
the 
silver 
question 
which is unique in its way, though 
is does not appear to 
receive much 
attention. 
The plan proposes to receive at 
the treasury all American silver bul­ 
lion presented 
and 
issue 
upon it 
silver certificates 
to 
represent 
in 
dollars i per cent, in excess of the 
market value of the silver. 
The secretary shall also issue cer­ 
tificates upon all bullion 
owned by 
the government, and call in all out­ 
standing 
certificates, and 
the new 
certificates shall 
be redeemable in 
gold within five years. 
These certificates shall be made a 
full legal tender, 
and shall be paid 
out by 
the 
secretary 
in meeting 
financial obligations v/henever the 
free gold in the treasury falls below 
$100,000,000. 
The 
silver 
coin 
now in circulation to be legal tender 
for all sums under $ioo. 
At the end of five years from the 
passage of the proposed bill free 
coinage of silver is to commence 
and the unit of redemption money 
shall be a dollar containing 4123^ 
grains of silver. 
The gold dollar to 
consist of as many grains of gold as 
shall be equal in commercial value 
to 4123^ grains of silver in the L o n ­ 
don market. 
T he bill further piovides that the 
reserve in the treasury shall consist 
of $100,000,000 in gold and a like 
amount in silver, and when either 
' falls below the limit the secretary 
shall pay out the other. 
The trouble about the plan is that 
it will suit neither the gold advo­ 
cates nor the silver men. 
It leaves the whole currency ques­ 
tion in chaos for five years, inviting 
distrust and panic and offering 
a 
premium 
upon liquidation 
of all 
debts within the period named. 
Again, the congress which passed 
such a measure could have no as­ 
surance that it would not be repeal­ 
ed by the next, 
and for five years 
after the passage of the measure we 
would be a prey to the uncertainty 
that has done so much to discourage 
investments during the past three 


years. 
T he 
question of bimetallism is 
up for settlement now and it would 


be unwdse to dodge it. 
Free coinage advocates honestly 
believe in the wisdom and justice of 
the system we had in practice up to 
1873, and they are 
ready to trust 
their fortunes and the prosperity of 
the country upon their judgment. 
T h e gold standard advocates are 
satisfied with the conditions existing 
at this time in this country and in 
England and Germany. 
Under the circumstances the best 
thing that can hapjien to the coun­ 
try is to settle the question fairly and 
honestly, and let the policy adopted 
be a permanent one.

His 
father and 
mother ar e natives of 
Illinoin, 
but spent eight year s at 
Abilene. 
After Ray was bor n they 
moved fr om ther e to Junction City, 
Ka s., and fr om Junction City, Kas., 
to Fayetteville, in Johnson county, 
Mo., when Ray was about 9 year s 
of age, and moved to War r ensbur g 
Oct. 3, 1893. 
While in Abilene, Ray attended
